Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-15 are allowed over the prior art of record as filed in the 12/06/2009 

reply. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims in 
this application have been allowed because the prior art of record fails to disclose either 
singly or in combination the claimed device of an apparatus for permanent placement 
across an ostium of a left atrial appendage in a patient, which includes a filtering 
membrane configured to extend across the ostium of the left atrial appendage. The 
filtering membrane has a permeable structure which allows blood to flow through but 
substantially inhibits thrombus from passing therethrough. The apparatus also includes 
a support structure comprising a plurality of fingers which are radially outwardly 
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expandable with respect to a longitudinal axis to permanently engage the interior wall of 
the left atrial appendage, wherein the filtering membrane is attached to the support 
structure extending across the ostium of the left atrial appendage. 

The closest prior art of record is Cottenceau et al. (USPN5,375,612) and Lesh et 
al. (USPN6,152,144), however these references do not disclose the device as claimed 
or described above. 

Regarding claim 1 , the closest prior art of record fails to teach among all the 
limitations or render obvious the specifics of the support structure with multiple hubs 
and connection struts.
